FLOOD FUGITIVES. 


Over Two-Thirds of East Carondelet 
Under Water. 


Nearly Two Hundred Persons Ren- 
dered Homeless. 


Heavy Temage to the Wheat Fields 
Loss of Furmture. 


East St. Louis Threatened With 
Serious Danger. 


Forty Frame Houses Inundated 
During the Night. 


Guarding the 0. and M. Embankment 
With Armed Men. 


Venice Tolerably Safe From the 
Flood. 


Scenes in North St. Louis, Along the 
Levee, Ete.—The River 
Still Rising. 


The booming Mississippi is more than bank- 
full; its muddy torrent has left the usual chan- 
nel and is seeking new routes tothe sea. In- 
stead of the fertile bottom lands which usually 


line the stream, great yellow lakes now occupy 


the region between its bed and the bluffs. Lit- 
tle isles of trees jutthrough the surface, and 
other places where the ground is higher the 
long grasses wave muddily in the stream. 
Boats and skiffs and scows and all manner 
of marine craft, some of them 
antiqne and clumsy in construction, like their 
congener the Ark, others of tue very newest 
model shoot in, out and around the submerged 
houses, giving the waterfront of North st. 
Louis something the aspect of a cheap chromo 


of old Venice. The gondoliers do not sing 
sweetly, their barracoles are confined to Ho- 
meric Genunciations of other children of mis- 
fortune, and the whole scene is rather gro- 
tekque than pretty. At the places where the 
river bas broken through so far, chiefly in the 
flats of Lowell and Bremen, and along to 
North Market street, the ground is cov- 
ered with lumber yards and shan- 
ties, consequently the squalor of 
the inundated region becomes ten times 
more sgualid by reason of the flood. Take an 
ugly little batch with a sway-backed roof and 
a stove pipe coming out of the parior window 
and float the door off its hinges with a Missis- 
sippi-tull of water, and the scene may be inter- 
esting but it certainly isnot beautiful. The 
river seems to be doing more damage with its 
mud than its water. Very little money 
loss has been incurred by the de- 
struction of property, but a great deal 
of money will be spent in cleaning 
the alluvial silt which the river has left every 
where in its path. 

There is of course still much talk among the 
people along the river bank about the danger 
line. The line seems to be a variable mark 
always about three inches higher than the wa- 
ter and rising with it. The flood is four inches 
higber this morning than it was yesterday and 
vet there is no more menace to property than 
there was on Sunday. It is 
the people who have nothing at stake who 
S ni to be most exercised about the rise. Gen- 
tlemen who have hundreds of thousands of dol- 
larsin lumber on the levee smoke their cigars 
with a quiet mind and say that they do not an- 
ticipate any loss. The dykes are been strength- 
ened and watched carefully, so chances are 
being taken but no real alarm seems to be felt. 
Ifthe word of the great lumber dealers along 
the water frontis worth anything, three feet 
more ofa rise would be necessary to damage 
materially their property, and three feet of a 
rise would submerge the Mississippi counties 
of Illinois for an enormous area. 

The water nowis higher by the Government 
gauge than it wasin 1876. That directrix has 
disappeared beneath the surface, suggesting a 
paraphrase upon the old sundial motto, which 
would run thus: Flumena non numero nisi sicca. 


EAST CARONDELET. 

East Carondelet is now inaccessable except by 
walking, and there is only one way to reach it 
even inthis inconvenient manner. The East 
St. Louis and Carondelet Railroad ran its last 
regular train to that isolated town last night. 
At this point the water has done thousands of 
dollars’ worth of damage. Shortly after seven 
o' clock this morning Superintendent Jones, of 
the Conlogue Road, and Mr. Smith, of Jas. A. 


Smith & Co., the ice firm, left East St. Louis 
on a flat car with a force of workmén. All 
along the road the water touches the the em- 
bankment within afew feetof the rails. The 
east side back to the bluffs isa chain of lakes 
and ponds. Atthe head of Cahokia slough the 
water pours in. The slough’s head is just 


above the ahokia road and up to 
this point the water was deep 
enough to float up ferry boat. 


4 
The Cahokia road crosses the slough with a 
truss wooden bridge about 100 feetlong. Some 
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railroad track, but the back water came into 
the bottoms through irie du Pow Creek, 
completely covering every thing. Just south 
of East Carondelet the drift hus piled up along 
the willows and under this a torrent 
has been pouring steadily far 
in among the trees. A short distance above 
the Meier Iron Works the Narrow Gauge Road, 
which to this point uses a third rail of the Con- 
logue track, branches off to the southeast. 
About halfa mile fromthis point the back- 
water forced its way through, and in half an 
hour twenty feet of the embankment was 
washed away, leaving the tnsupported rails 
bridging the breach. 

The track-walkers discovered the break a 
few minutes after it was made and flagged the 
trains. A similar danger impended over the 
Conlogue tracks, but Superintendent Jones 
has kept a close watch on every 
foot of the road, and early to-day he ordered 
two cattle guards to be filled with rock and 
earth, and the weak portions of the track 
strengthened 80 that tho Swuash- 
ing of the waves in the river 
would do no damage. From the car the re- 
»orter had a fine view of the deluged country. 
Vhole acres of cabbage have been rotted by 
the water,and now emit a stench instead ofthe 
fresh smell of a week ago. At Fish Lake the 
bridge near the Waterloo and Carondelet road 
has been swept away and the road itself bro- 
ken in several places. At East Carondelet the 
most desolate picture is presented. 
I be train arrived at the terminus of the road. 
On the west side was the Meier Iron Works, 
built out of the water—the only structure 
visible on this side of the road. On 
the west was water as far as the eye could 
reach through the clumps of trees. The second 
floors of the two-story frame houses are 
but a foot or two above the water, while the 
one-story shanties are almost entirely covered. 
The population of East Carondelet, between 
250 and 300, is largely colored, and nearly 
all emploved about the Meier Iron Works. 
This morning the scene was sad enough at one 
minute, while the next it would 
so comical that one could scarce with- 
hold from laughter. Bvery now and then 
a darkey would pop out of aloft window with 
afresh bait for his fish hook which dangled 
down in the water. 
ed shanties another, perched on a bucketand 


paddling along a ratt, would ride 
up to the railroad track 


and go back among the shanties. Last evening 
Superintendent Jones, of the Conlogue, in- 
formed the inhabitants that they could have 
the free use of the box cars to 
rescue their furniture. They were 
confident then that the water had done ali the 
damage it would and they .refused to avail 
themselves of the charitable offer. Some few 
moved into the cars and were switched on toa 
side track when to judge from their actions 
they are now enjoying themselves. The fol- 
jlowing are the names of the heads of families 
and the number of persons who have evacuat- 
ed their premises and are now homeless.

Early this morning Capt. E. P. Grapevine

to Caronceletfree of charge. Many availed 
themselves of this generous offer and boarded 
the boat. Capt. W. H. Grapevine manned a 
yaw! with two of the boatmen and started out 
through the willows on the charitable mission: 
of rescuing the families imprisoned by water. 
They rowed back through the trees to the’ 
bench, a point about four miles from the rail 
road, andthen scoured zhe country, visiting 
each house and cabin. The inmates were ask- 
ed if they wanted to leave andif they did the 


captain took them into the yawl and 
rowed them to the ferry landing 
ut the end of the Waterloo 


road which is nowjcevered with seven feet of 
water. Depositing the load here he started 
back main over the deluged fields for 
more passengers. When the captain 
returned the steamer Pacitic was headed down 
stream to the barge where a crowd awaited its 


arrival. They were taken to this side of the 
river and those who were not 
prepared to leave this morning 


were notified that the boat would return at5 
o’clock this evening and take over everyone 
free of charge. Superintendent Jones gave 
two negro men a flat- bout and started them 
out into the country to bring their 
families and all desiring to come to the rail- 
road tracks where the boat will arrive to-night. 
Many of the families lost all their chickens, 
ducks, etc. Over forty families have left their 
homes, some coming to the city, others to 
Carondelet, and others still going back to the 
ricge of highland back of East Carondelet. 

The wheat &elds from the south limit of East 
St. Louis for miles sonth of East Carondelet 
have been ruined by the high water back asfar 
as the biuffs.

A CLERICAL SCANDAL. 


Strange Conduct of a Catholic Priest— 
Infatuation for a Woman. 
Hartfort (Conn.) Special to N. Y. Herald. 


Some particulars have just come to light in 
counection with an unpleasant scandal affect- 
ing the reputation of the Rev. Father Ryan, 
Roman Catholic clergyman of this diocese. 
From a bost of conflicting rumors it has been 
difficult to separate the truth but enough re- 
mains to warrant the belief that Bishop Me- 
Mahon will institute an investigation upon 
bis return from a temporary visit to New 
London and vicinity. ‘The priest above men- 
tioned was ‘educated in Rome. After 
some service in Ireland he came to 
this country, and about four years ago wasan 
assistant under Bishop Galberry. In this city 
last summer he was placed in charge of a par- 
ish embracing Rocky Hill, Kensington and 
Cromwell, small settlements about ten miles 
He tixed his residence in 
Cromwell. While officiating in this city he 
bad among his congregation à rather pre- 
possessing servant girl named O’Neil, and 
when he moved to Cromwell she was engaged 
in his household. During the past winter 
she returned to Hartford for some reason and 
found employment. Itis with this girl that 
Father Ryan’s name is associated, and a re- 
port was circulated to-day that they had 
eloped and had been married. This, how- 
ever, is untrue, for Fatuer Ryan was this 
afternoon in Cromwell and the girl is here to- 
night. The report appears to have been the 
outgrowth of a scaudalous occurrence last 
Sunday night. 

Father Ryan went in a carriage to the 
house where the girl is emploved soon after 
dark. lle was under the influence of stimu- 
lants sud had a revolver. He demanded 
leuve,te see Miss O'Neil, and made such 
threats tat the head of the house, who is a 
leading insurance Official, telephoned to the 
police station. An officer was dispatched, 
Dut before his arrivad Father Ryan drove 
away. Fearing his return, the officer remain- 
ed in the house until midnight, at the urgent 
request of the family, but nothing more was 
cen of bim. This is substantially the story 
as gleaned from respousible sources, but it 
may be added that this was not the first visit, 
for On a previous occasion he had been to the 
house aud made trouble. The girl is very 
highly spoken of by her employers and they 
hold her guiltless and place all the blame 
upon the priest, Whose infatuation avpears 
to lead him to disreputable acts when he has 
been drmking. Of course the occurrence has 
come to the ears of the authorities of the 
diovese. 

A gentleman who knows the priest well 
and is in a position to speak accurately was 
very reticent in conversation with the Her- 
ald correspondent to-night, but admitted 
that Father Ryan was involved ma very un- 
pleasant affair. He declined to go into any 
details, as the subject was a painful one, aud 
said that while Father Ryan had not yet been 
suspended nor any action toward an investi- 
gation taken by Bishop McMahon, it was 
very possibie that the matter would be 
thoroughly sifted and such a course taken as 
the circumstances might warrant. From 
other sources I learn that there is no s:usvi- 
ciou of improper relations attaching to the 
couple and that the girl in no Wise at tant. 

As to the priest, opinions are divided 
among those conversant with the facts, some 
holding that his continued attentions to the 
girl have disgraced him in the Church, and 
others that leniency should be shown him, as 
it is only when under the influence of stimu- 
lants that his infatuation, if such it is, has 
been manifested. The rumors have spread 
quite rapidly among the Roman Catholic 
population here and are creating much com- 
went. 
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Monaco, Its Prince and Its Suicides.

I have been fortunate enough to see the 
reigning Prince (Charles ill.) of Monaco. I 
was lingering on the public place in front of 
the Palace of Monaco the other day when 
suddenly I heard the distant rumbling of 
Wheels. The guards at the Palace gates 
heard also, there was ascurry among the 
sentries, about a dozen of the twenty-six men 
who form, it is said, the Monegasque Army 
rushed out of asideroom, caught up their 
guns and formed in a single tile at the en- 
trance of the Palace. A modest little 
brougham appeared, the soldiers presented 
arms with acry thatsounded like the Eug— 
lish hurrah, the solitary trumpeter too-too- 
too’d with all the force of his lumgs, and the 
Prince’s carriage drove into the Palace yard, 
not, however, before I had caught a glimpse 
of his highness, who was rolled up in furs in 
the corner of the brougham, and whose white 
face stood out against its dark crimson satin 
linings and cushions. The poor old gentle- 
man is blind and that is why, it appears the 
shouting and trumpeting aie carfied on at 
the Palace gates, in order that he may know 
he has reached his home.

Lee and the Assassination. 
Geo. A. Townsend in New York Tribune. 

Being at Point Lookout, Marylind, during 
the week, examining the new railroad from 
Washington City to that point, its projector, 
S. Taylor Suit, once the Ariel of the Gold 

doom in New York, later a Maryland planter, 
told this reminiscence: 

“There lived near me in Prince George’s 
county, at Upper Marlborough, a cousin and 
favorite of Gen. Robert E. Lee, named John 
F. Lee. He was Judge-Advocate of the 
United States Army, and when the war broke 
out was absurd enough to resign this com- 
fortable place and his rank of Major to go 
over to the Confederacy. My intimate relations 
with him led ine to know Col. R. E. Lee siizht- 
ly. At the close of the war, about April 12, 1865, 
1 made a visit to Richmond, Va., with the 
United States Marshal at Washington, Ward 
H. Lamon. On Saturday night I went to his 
room at the Spotswood Hotel, and found bim 
lying on his bed weeping. I inquired the 
cause, but be sobbed that he couid not tell me 
then. Being mystified and excited, I pressed 
to know his grievance, and finally said: 1 
am going offin the morning to Washington: 
before I go I will tell you.’’ He informed 
me at Rocketts, as the steamer was about to 
depart that President Lincoln had been mur- 
dered. Icame ashore again, and, filled with 
the weight of such information, which was 
known to but few in Richmond, I thought it 
would justify me in calling on General Lee, 
who had arrived a day or two before, and 
was at his dwelling. There I was told that 
General Lee was about to attend religious 
service, Dut would be at home about half 
past 12 o’clock. I called again, and he re- 
ceived me cordiaily, und inquired particularly 
for various friends, places and interests about 

Vashington, Baltimore and Maryland. I 
tinally said to him: 

„General Lee, Ihave a private piece of 
information which I came here to give you, 
sir. The President of the United States, 
Abraham Lincoln, was assassinated night be- 
fore last in Washington City.’ 

“He turned suddenly, his face betng but 
half turned toward me before, and looked 
into my eves with an expression I shal! never 
forget. He looked me through and through. 

„General,“ said I, ‘there can be no doubt 
ofit. The President’s Marshal, Col. Lamon, 
told me of it, and it has been fully contirmed 
in cipher messages tothe military authori- 
ties. Whatdo vou think about it, weneral 
Lee? 

lle raised bis head and chin, assumed a 
positive expression, and exclaimed: 

„The South has lost her best friend.’ ”’

The pet tea-growing scheme of the Com- 

misstoner of Agriculture is now in a fair way 
of fruition unless the official axe sends the 
Ofiicial head into the basket in the meantime. 
A venerable gentleman named Henry A. Mid- 
dieton, living about twenty miles from 
Charleston, S. C., believes with the Commis- 
sioner that the tea plant can be successfully 
cullivated in the United States. No money 
has been appropriated for the purehase of 
land on which to establish a tea farm, but 
Mr. Middleton has leased to the Commissioner 
a tract of 200 acresof his estate for twenty 
years, in consideration of the small sum of 
one dollar. Appropriate building for. carry- 
ing gut the experiment will be constructed, 
and Jobn Jackson, who has been engaged in 
tea culture in India for sixteen years, will 
have charge of the plantation. About 17,500 
tea plants will be set this spring and the 
Commissicner avers that in three yeers’ time 
he Will have as fine a crop of tea as ever Was 
raised in the world. 
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CIGARETTES. 


How They Came Into Use and the Dif- 
be 8 ferent Varieties. 
From the New York Times. 

Of the millions of Americans who soothe 
their nerves and drive away care with the fra- 
grant cigarette, few, perhaps, know just 
where the cigarette came from and howit 
was introduced in this country. It is in 
great demand among young ooilegians, and 
it is appropriate that this should be the case, 
for it Was through voung American students 
that the cigarette first reached these shores. 
Where it first flourished would be diflicult to 
aay. Some say in Spain, some in Turkey, and 
there are those who insist that tobacco was in 
use among the Chinese long before Americans 
knew anything aboutit. The cigarette first 
came into general use, however, in Spain. The 
Spaniard of three-quarters of a century ago 
carried his tobacco pouch and his cigarette 
papers, and rolled himself a tiny cigarro 
whenever the spirit moved. Young Spaathrds 
went from their own sleepy country to the re- 
nowned universities of Paris to be educated, 
and carried their cigarette papers with them. 
The French students soon caught the intfee- 
tion, and cigarette-smoking soom became 
general among students in Paris. 

About 1848-00 it was thought the proper 
thing fora wealthy American to send his 
sons to Paris to put the finishing*touches 
upon their education. They, too, learned to 
incase 2 pinch of tobacco in a film of paper 
and turn it into smoke. When they returned 
to America they brought cigarette papers 
with them, and used them, mucb to the as- 
tonishment of their friends. For some years 
after this, uutil about 1855, a cigarette smoker 
was an unusual sight. Each smoker had to 
roli bis own, and it was not everybody could 
roll them. There was a knack about it, a 
delicate twist of the thumbs and fingers, that 
required some pwactice. It took so much 
time and trouble to roll these cigarettes, the 
wonderisthat among busy Americans the 
practice did not die out. But it lived and 
Crew. <A few years further on the Spaniards 
in Cuba made an improvement by putting up 
packages of ready- prepared cizarettes re- 
quiring only the final roll. These were 
brought to America, and they soon took the 
piace of the old papers and pouches. They 
were more convenient, and were made of fine 
tobacco. For 20 vears those of us who 
smoked cigarettes at ail smokod these Cu- 
bans. Phen Yankee ingenuity stepped in. 

The Cuban cigarette is about a thimbleful 
of granulated tobacco loosely rolled in a piece 
of paper almost as thick as that on which this 
newspaper is printed. The ends of the paper 
ae tucked in and the cigarettes are done up 
in bundles. When one is to be smoked the 
smoker must smooth out the foldsand reroll 
the cigarette, for it is not prepared for smok- 
ing When it leaves the factory. Then, when 
be has rolled it the smoker must keep it con- 
tinully between his thumb and finger, or it 
will come apart, for itis not fastened. ‘This 
rerolling and holding was too tedious a pro- 
cess for lively Americans, and the distinctive 
American cigarette was invented. Its peculi- 
arity was, as it still is, that when it leaves the 
hands of tbe manufacturer it is ready to be 
smoked. It requires nomore rolling. The 
tobacco in it is as solid as 4 cigar, and the ed- 
ges of the paper are fastened together with an 
intimitesimal touch of paste. It struck the 

mublic in a minute, this new form of cigarette. 
zeing made by machinery, more tobacco 
could be pressed into it than was contained in 
the Cuban band made cigarette, and, above 
all, it required no labor when the smoker wus 
ready for a puff. » 

It was perfection inthe style of manufac- 
ture, and it soon had many admirers. It ex- 
celled the Cuban cigarette in everything but 
quality. Ten or tifteen vears ago half a dozen 
firms were making cigarettes ina small way 
in this country, and one firm made them in 
quantities. They were made of the well 
known Perique tobacco from Louisiana, and 
were strong enough to kill at forty yards. 
The tobacco was as black as ink, and the 
Wrapper much larger and heavier than was 
necessary. They were neatly done up in tin- 
foi! packe ges, and soon made friends. Such 
Was their strength and such their soothing 
properties that it was commonly believed 
they contained small quantitics of opium. 
This was not the case. Perique tobacco is 
strong enough in itself without any adultera- 
tion, and no manufacturer is likely to adulter- 
ate cheap tebacco with expensive opium. 
With these first of the American cigarettes 
came inthe custom of giving each peculiar 
brand its own name. So now we have some 
hundreds of brands, each made of a different 
tobaceo or of different combinations. This 
strong old cigarette, the pioneer of American 
brands, is still in use, and from this the cig- 
arettes go down through all the stages of 
strength tillthey reach a brand made by a 
firm in Richmond, so mild a baby might 
>moke a package of them without scentiny 
its breath. 


An Indian Squaw Sacrificed.

Itis now Stated, upon reliable authority, 
that the Indians, at the burial of a member of 
their tribe, inthe Harmony Mountains, some 
eight or nine miles from town, actually sacri- 
ficed a Squaw on the grave of the dead brave. 
‘the Indians are very reticent regarding the 
matter, but admit that the squaw Was a witen 
and bad, by her influence witb the evil spirit, 
caused tbe death of four or five men ot the 
tribe, against whom she entertained some 
grudge. They believe that the woman, who 
was a Bannock, was in league with the evil 
one and by ber spelis and ineantations could 
bring sickness and death to those with whom 
she came in contact. The Indians say it has 
beenthe custom of their tribe from time im- 
memorial to put such persons to death at 
the gruve of one of their victims and they 
consider themselves wholly justified in doing 
so. The woman, We learn, walked to the bury- 
ing ground perfectly reconciled to ber fate 
and made no attempt to get awav. A few 
vears avo a young squaw kKnewn as Susie 
Jane Was pronounced a witch by the leading 
men of the tribe und sentenced to be put to 
death. On the way to the plave of execution 
she made her escape and left the town for 
a while. As no Indians died within a given 
time alter her escape, it was thought that 
the evil spirit hed been frightened away and 
she was pardoned and permitted to return.

The Man Who Abolished Church Tithes 
in Great Britain. 
M. D. Conway in Cincinnati Commercial. 

An aged gentleman has just been laid in his 
grave, With little or no public attention, whose 
career, ending so privately, presents a signi- 
ficant exampie of the way in which important 
changes in England are made and forgotten. 
This gentleman was Samuel Courtauld. In 
‘he first year of the present reign he resisted 
at law the claim of à parish to exact tithes 
when a majority were opposed to them. The 
lower courts decided against him, but Mr. 
Courtauld pressed his case through all stages 
until, in the last appeal, he gained a decision 
which gave the deathblow to the tithe rate al- 
togetber. There was a tremendous sensation 
at the time, and Mr. Courtauld was a popular 
hero. Butthe tithe question seems now to 
belong to remote antiquity, and before his 
death, at the age of 68, the veteran Liberal’s 
existence was only known to his acquaint- 
ances. 

The germ of that reform was wafted from 
afar. On the revocation of the edict of Nan- 
tes, the French family of Courtauld—one 
man, his wife, and one child—fled. The per- 
secutors of the Huguenots desired to keep 
the children in France, and itis said these 
poor parents were only able to bring their in- 
tant to this country by concealing it in a pan- 
nier carried by a donkey which was brought 
across the channel on a fishing boat. The 
flight brought hither, in the end, an import- 
ant contributor to various movements here. 
They began weaving here, and made a little 
money. The father of the gentleman just 
decezsed was an intimate friend of Dr. 
Priestley, who was in America about the 
same time, and heid the political views of 
Thomas Paine. This was George Courtauld. 
In 1819 he purcbased large tracts of unculti- 
vated land near Marietta, and returned to 
England to organize a society to go 
and work it. It was a primitive Rug 
by” dream, On his homeward journey 
he went the distance from the Ohio to New 
Orleans in a small skiff, having a little 
painted chart. Some families, of different 
ranks in life, went out with him from London 
to Philsdelphia, but only two persons man- 
ed to reach Marietta besides his family. 

hey all suffered from a malignant fever, of 
which the father died. This was in 1823. He 
had married Ruth Minton, of New York, in 
bis carliest visit, who was the mother of 
the aged gentleman just dead, who was born 
in Central New York. This descendant of the 
baby that came over in a donkey-pannier left 
£600,000 at his death. He had so much land 
out in Essex that he hardiy knew its geo- 
graphy, and there is a fable that he was once 
driven as a trespasser by some workmen from 
cround which turned out to be hisown.

Butchering Bnffalo. 
From the Sioux City Journal. 

It is estimated by competent authorities 
that 100,000 buffalo hides will be shipped out 
of the Yellowstone country this season. Two 
tirms alone are negotiating for the transporta- 
tion of 25,000 hides each. When to this is add- 
ed the immense amount of skins and furs of 
other kinds, deer, elk, antelope, beaver, etc., 
some idea may be formed of the extent of the 
Yellowstone pelt and fur trade. 

Most of our citizens saw the big load of buf- 
falo hides that the C. K. Peck brought down 
lust season, à load that hid everything about 
the boat below the hurricane deck roof. There 
were ten thousand hides on that load, and 
they were all brought out of the Yellowstone 
on one trip and transferred to the C. K. Peck. 
How such a load could bave been piled on 
the little Terry not even the men on the boat 
appearto know. It hid every part of the 
boat barring only the pilot hboure and the 
smoke stacks. Butsuchaload will not be 
attempted again. For such boats as ply the 
Yellgwstone there are at least fifteen full 
loads of buffalo hides and cther peits. Reck- 
oning one thousand hides to three car-loads, 
and adding tothis fifty cars for the other 
pelts, it wil] take at least three hundred and 
fifty box-cars to carry this stupendous bulk 
of peltry eastto market. These figures are 
not guesses, but estimates made by men 
whose business it is to know about the 
amount of hides and furs awaiting shipment. 

Nothing like it has ever been known in the 
history of the fur trade. Last season the 
output of buffalo hides was above the aver- 
age, and last year only about thirty thousand 
hides came out of the Yellowstone country,or 
less than athird of what is there now await- 
ing shipment. 

The past severe winter caused the buffalo 
to bunch themselves in a few valleys where 
there Was pasturage, and there the slaughter 
went on all winter. There was no sport about 
it, simply shooting down the famine-tamed 
animals as cattle might be shot downin a barn 
yard. 

Jo the credit of the Indians it can be said 
that they kiJled no more than they could save 
the meut froia. The greater part of the 
slaughter was done by white hunters, or 
butebers rather, who followed the business 
of hilling ana skinning buffalo bv the month, 
leaving tbe careasses to rot. When the buffa- 
loes are all killed off, as they bid fair to be in 
a very few years at this rate, then everybody 
will wonder that the Government did not do 
something to preserve this, the noblest of 
animal gume, or at least prevent the killing 
of the buffalo for the hides alone.

LACE. 


Changes in Taste—The Duchess De La 
Ferte’s Laces. 
From the London News. 


The decadence in taste, so far as lace is 
concerned, affords a curious chapter in the 
records of degeneration. It is easy traced; 
for lace, properly so called—that is to say, in 
which groundwork and flowers are equally 
made by needle or bobbin—is comparatively 
anewthing. Those industrious antiquaries 
who can not do without the Greeks and the 
Romans may rave of woven hair’? and 
“Coan robes,“ but these were probably only 
the muslins of Dacca, or its predecessor; and 
the needlework of the Bible seems to have 
been embroidery. Lace may have been rep- 
resentedin Rome by cut and drawn work,“ 
which seems to have been of great antiquity, 
and certainly heralded the advent of 
lace in the modern world. This 
“cut work,” in which a design is made by 
drawing out some of the threads of a material 
already woven,is, however, quite distinct 
from the genuine needle- point luce, which is 
entirely made by the needle according toa 
design previously drawn upon parchment. 
The concurrent tesiimony of portraits and 
pattern-books points to the sixteenth century 
as that of the invention and progress of lace, 
and to the seventeenth as that of perfect 
fruition. What is absurdly called “Gothic” 
lace is the product of the ruff and farthingale 
period, and is the older punto tagliato which 
preceeded the punto tagliato d fogliami, 
called also bone-lace, bone-point, Spanish 
lace, ete., but which is really Italian, and 
composed of great flowers made in ‘*button- 
hole stitch,“ and them linked together with 
brides,as they were called, or connecting pieces 
of ligbter work, which held the massive 
flowers together. Venice became an impor- 
tant center of lace- making, and the best of 
the beautiful „rose,“ or, rather, raised“ 
point, was made there. The period during 
which this noble lace prevailed was short. In 
Vandyke’s pictures the punto tagliato occurs 
as often as the rose“ point, Which is many 
degrees more beautiful, and by Kneller's time 
both were quite old-fashioned. By swift 
transition the great, heavy flowers became 
smaller, flatter and lighter, and the reseqau, 
or **body’’ of the lace, grew out of the brides, 
or connecting links, and acquired an impor- 
tance ofits own. Venice point completely 
changed its character in the reigns o Louis 
XIII. and Louis XIV. Instead of a massive, 
ricbhly-modeled tabric, depending in some 
measure for its full display on the surface 
over Which it was spread, it became an inde- 
pendent and extremely beautiful material, 
quite apart from any backimg of velvet, It 
was the manufacture of this higher kind of 
Venice point that Colbert mtroduced at Alen- 
con, and Whieb spread thence to Argentan. 
It is the lace which served and still serves as 
real“ Brussels point, and more technically 
as point gaze. The bodyis beautifully deli- 
cate, and the flowers are daintily outlined 
and superbly worked. From this, perhaps, 
With *‘rose” point, the highest expression of 
lace work, a rapid decline was brought by 
bobbin or pillow lace, which, pretty as it is, 
was ut first merely a cheap imitation of the 
more costly needle-point, and in 
its best period lacked the 
beautiful precision of the elder art. 

By degrees taste, probably influenced by 
1 veered round in favor of bobbin lace. 

he older ncedle-point was pronounced stiff 
and beavy, and the aerial productions of 
Flanders proper and French Flanders, the 
fabrics of Mechlin and Valenciennes usurp- 
ed the place of those of Venice and Alencon. 
It was no longer the design and its execution 
Which made the value of lace work. On the 
contrary, the body or jreseau might be said 
to have eaten up the design almost complete- 
ly, or reduced it to a mere edging or a scat- 
tering of petits pois. To these base uses fell 
lace-making during the reign of Louis XVI., 
whose wife may be said to have set the fash- 
ion forthe simpler, gauzier kinds of laces, 
‘“frilled”’ and ‘*quilled’’ into a cloud- 
like addition to the toilet. If poor 
Marie Antoinette owned only a small per- 
centage of the lace said to have been in her 
possession her collection of every style and 
period must have been as vast as the industry 
of Mary Queen of Scots in working samplers 
and pincushions. Asa matter of fact. Marie 
Antoinette gave a deathblow to the grander 
style of lace work by introducing toilets of 
Indian musl® during the Trianon times of 
affected simplicity. Still the point d’Alencon 
died hard, clinging to the last to the curtains 
of persons of quality,” and lurking in the 
path equipage” and bathing dresses of those 
very great ladies so far above public opinion 
as to receive guests while actually in a bath, 
itis true au fait—that is to say, made milky 
und opaque by the addition of some essence. 
Holcroft, the ex-jockey and author of the 
„Roud to Ruin,’’ was horritied at this prac- 
tice,albeit there is no doubt that the lady who 
received him“ up to her chin in water“ was 
suitably enveloped in point lace. The golden 
days of lace, when the trimmings of the dow- 
ager Duchesse de la Ferte’s couch were 
“worth 40,000 crowns,’’ and £5,000 sterling 
was paid for a bride’s outfit in the matter of 
lace, were over; but the degredation to the 
machine level was not yet consummated. It 
was the case With which Mechlin lace could 
be machine-made that tbrew lace out of 
fashion, despite the efforts of the first Na- 
pollon to sustain the Brussels work. Lace, 
except to the most practiced eyes, fell under 
suspicion, until the taste for needle-point 
revived afew years ago. This revulsion of 
feeling is by uo means likely to injure the 
manufacture of machine-made lace, consid- 
ered as **quilling’’ or other trimming of the 
ruffled or plisse kind, may do as well as needle 
or bobbin work. What is gained is a revived 
taste for the superior kinds of needle-point, 
Which partuke us essentially of the character 
of art manufacture as the tiner porceluin.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 

The increasing encroachments of the vast 
area of water in East St. Louis has raised the 
excitement to fever heat. Large gangs of work- 
men were busily engaged all nightin stopping 
up the breaks and strengthening the 
embankments that showed a tendency to suc- 
cumb tothe immense pressure ofthe water. The 
slough on the south side of Dyke avenue broke 
over the temporary embankment last night 


and inundated a large amount of property. 


ABOUT FORTY FRAME HOUSES 
that were on dry land yesterday evening con- 
tain from one to four feet of water onthe 
lower floors to-day, with the prospect 
a few more feet before night. 
women and children may be seen 
making frantic efforts to bail the water with 
cans and buckets, zwhile others are busily en- 
gaged in constructing temporary raw- 
bridges fromthe windows to carry furniture 
and other household articles to the elevated 
sidewalk barely visible above the water along 
Fourth street. Many of the occupants of those 
houses are making active,preparations to move 
to other parts, but those who are for- 
tunate enough to have second 
stories or even attics to their houses are de- 
termined to fight the floods to the bitter end. 
The people residing near the north side of the 
bridge are in Jittle better condition thantheir 
neighbors on the other side. The lowlands be- 
tween the Vandalia tracks and Bowman’sdyke 
are rapidly filling from the streams poured into 
them trom Cahokia Creck and several leaks in 
the sloughs in that vicinity, so that it is a mere 
question of hours how svon the whole district 
will be covered with water. Already the 
water’s edge has reached within a few feet of 
the Douglas School. Once it gains thatijeleva- 
tion, which it must do before night, 
if the present stream from the creek 
continues without interruption, 
AT LEAST FOUR HUNDRED FAMILIES 
will be compelled to seek elsewhere for shel- 
ter, and with two sloughs on each side of the 
bridge uniting with the waters in the willows 
on the south side and those from the sloughs 
on the north side, the whole population of the 
island, amounting to about 1,500, will 
be homeless. Sad scenes presented 
themselves to those who hov- 
ered around the threatened districts 
last night. The poor people residing near the 
water’s edge, fearing lest they mould be 
drowned during the night, abandoned their 
homes and with a tew articles of bed clothin 
spent the night in box cars along the railroa 
tracks. Some of the families in which sickness 
pounce were compelled to stay in their 
uses, but in those cases a watch was kept 
upon the water’sedge all night. The little 
vulage of Brooklyn is completely under water 
with the exception of the school-house. The 
inhabitants,about six hundred m number,have 
had the roughest experience of any of the 
residents of St. Clair county. About half of 
them abandoned their homes about a week 
ago whife the water was not so-threatening; 
the rest are stillin the centre of a large 
lake with no means of egress save by 
boats. Euch family is supplied with one or 
more skiffs, and by means of those they visit 
and help to console one another. The chil- 
dren are in imminent risk of drowning, as the 
water is at least 
SEVEN FEET ABOVE THE GROUND 


and three and four feet above the lower floor. 
The Brooklyn School has closed and all busi- 
ness has suspended. The remaining res- 
idents still cling tenaciously to the hope that 
the waters will yet recede before sweeping their 
little homes out of existence. 

The point thatis causing the greatest excite- 
ment to the East St. Louisans is the northern 
district known as Canteen. The propert 
there is all low, and is being rapidly fille 
with the waste water from all sides. Farmers’ 
crops are being completely inundated, 
and they are making strenuous efforts to save 


themselves by making an outlet for the water 


through the Ohio and Mississippi embank- 
ment. This would havethe most disastrous 
effect upon that portion of city known as East 
St. Louis proper. The business portion of the 
city is considerably below the present 
level of the accumulated water, and 
should the farmers accomplish their 
threats the whole town would be washed out 
in a very short time. Large delegations of 
men parade the embankment day and night 

WITH SHOT GUNS ON THEIR SHOULDERS, 
and any attempt on the part of the farmers 
to force an outlet would be repulsed with a 
disastrous loss of life. The citizens consider 
the subject of so much importance that a 
meeting of business men was called in the 
Market House last — — for the pur 
pose of organizing a military 
company to protect the embankment. A few 
of the merchants have become thoroughly 
alarmed and are moving their stock to St. 
Louis; others are making active preparations 
to follow the example of their neighbors. All 
areimbued with a sentiment of fear which 
nothing can quell save areceding inthe water. 
This mornin the water begun 0o0z- 
ing through the floors of a few of the 
business houses around the Market House. 
Theodore Puhl’s saloon on the corner of 
Fourth street, near Missouri avenue, was one 
of the first to show symptoms of being flood- 
ed. In a short time it was found necessary to 
elevate the bar and furniture to prevent them 
from being damaged by 
ter. Heretofore this rtion 
city has been considered perfectly 
sate from the threatened wash-out, but the 
residents now fear they will have to undergo 
the same treatment as their brethren onthe 
Island. The ferryboat McMillan was started 
up the river this morning to relieve the 
distressed residents of Chouteau Island. The 
whole isiand is completely inundated, and 
many of the families are living over ten 
feet of water. The furniture and bedding 
has been removed from the houses onto the 
roofs, and the wildest consternation prevailed 
all night lest they should becarried off with 
the stream before assistance arrived. The 
proprietors of the East St. Louis printing of- 
tices have been seized with terror of the threat- 
ening floods and are moving to safer quarters 
to-day. 

A VISIT TO VENICE. 

Venice has been talked about asthe objec- 
tive point of so much danger that the little 
hamlet has begun to be looked upon as a point 
of importance. 

A POS8T-DISPATCH reporter went Over on the 
last ferry on the North Market street line last 
night, and remained in the city with the historic 
name all night. A crowd had gathered in the 
telegraph office, the principal men being Mr. 
Richardson, who is in charge of the 
railroad telegraphy, and Lawyer Fawcett, of 
this city, and others. The water was gradually 
rising last night and the prospects were that 
it would be several inches higher this morning. 


The telegraph office, which was formerly near- 


ly 150 feet trom the water’s edge, is now 
at the river’s brink. It can only be reached 
by a long and slender plank stretched from the 
ferry landing. The town of Venice is in a very 
safe position. Most of it is built 
upon an eminence which puts the 
hamlet in a condition to dety at 
least a ten foot raise in addition to what has 
already occurred. A few of the cabins which 
are scattered to the north, just beyond the ele- 
vator, are making close acquaintance with 
the water, an a ten inch rise WII 
force the inhabitants to seek other quarters as 
there are no second stories to the dwellings.

The car sheds near the ferry 
landing are entirely submerged, nothing but 
the roofs showing above the mud and slush. 
The tracks running up to the elevator are half 
under water, and à 10-inch raise will render 
them unserviceable. At the telegraph office 
this morning the onward path of the waters 
could be plainly marked. The 
amber fluid had creeped up 
over the stones and was slowly rising towards 
the platform. The operator estimated a rise 
of at least five inches since last night, and 
1 an inch raise since sun rise. 
A ew cabins south of the set- 
tlement have been entirely drowned out. 
One of them, which was situated twenty five 
feet from the water when the river was at its 
usual height, is now unapproachable, thirty 
feet of water being between it and dry land. 
The foundries to the south have ail 
shut down, and a considerable number 
of men are thrown out of employment. Venice 
has little to fear from the flood. An immense 
raise and a sweeping current may carry away 
the houses on the levee. It may also 
sweep away the railroad tracks and the 
telegraph Office, and may rhaps 
badly strain the Venice elevator. 
The remainder of the town is situated too far 
up the hillto be in any immediate danger. 
The whole value of the little village is but tri- 
fling, yet it contains about 1,000 people, mostly 
negroes. No preparation has been 
made and little trouble is feared. 
Many of the farmers located northeast of 
Venice are well swamped , but they do no not 
seem to fear much damage. 
AT BROOKLYN. 

Brooklyn is a small settlement situated 
about a mile east of Venice. It is mostly inhab- 
ited by negroes. It has little pretensions to 
architecture, all the houses being little one- 
ayy | frame structures. 

A PosT- DISPATCH reporter took a wagon ride 
out from Venice this morning and found 
Brooklyn in the power of the high water. In 
the lower part of the village the water is deep 
enough to swim a horse without difficulty. The 
water comes in at East St. Louis and backs up 
through the slough and the creek. 
The houses are nearly all situated upon the dry 
ground, and Only one or two of them have been 
caught by the water.The negroesare, however, 
very much scared, and make nightly prepara- 
tions for vacatingtheir present quarters. 
The water has run up the 
creeks, and has now extended nearly 
seven miles back Of Venice. Many of the éarms 
are — Ar overflooded, and a rise of eight or 
ten inches will play havoc with a lot of negro 
cabbage gardens. The Brooklynites are, how- 
ever, very safe unless an unprecedented rise 
should take place. 

ALONG THE LEVEE. 

The river is still rising, but very slowly. No 
measurements have been taken since the 
gauge went out of sight at 4p. m. Sunday. The 
rise since 6 o’clock yesterday is variously esti- 
mated at from two to four inches, but all agree 
that the river has not gained more than one 
inchin depth during the last twelve hours. 
River men are studying the face of the sky 
about as carefully as they are the floods, for 
they are of opinion that within the next forty- 
eight hoursthe water will have reached its 
limits, unless more rain falls. A rise of two 
feet at Kansas City was reported along the 
levee this morning, but later the water wus 
said to be rapidly falling. 

From the bridge south everything has a 
cramped appearunce. Streets run- 
ning back from the river are 
lined with various kinds of merchan- 
ise. The cellars all along the levee front were 
early emptied of their contents, 
the last twenty-four hours no damage is re- 
ported. 

South of Walnut street, flat cars age standing 
on the railroad track, with their wheels halt 
under water, while along by the St.\Louis Cot- 
ton Compress Company's warchousé the entire 
wheels are out of sight. The Iron Mountain 
Railroad Company’s lumber yard fs entirely 
under water, and small boyson rafts are con- 
structing floating bridges upon which to get 
the lumber to dry land. 

The Kountz Line wharfboat isentirely at sea, 
and the Wiggins Ferry Company's telegraph 
oflice stands alone in the watery waste. 
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A BAD BREAK. 


The C., B. and Q. Dyke Broken in East St. 
Louis. 8 


At 3 O' clock this afternoon a bad break oc- 
curred in the C., B. and Q. dyke, about half 
a mile north of the bridge. The water on north - 
east side of the dyke was two and 
ahalffeet higher than it wason the south- 
west side. lt is a recently built 
dyke and the weight of water pushed the soft 
dirt over and broke through with a rush. 
It has already covered several hundred 
acres Of land and they are trying to 
stop it at the C. and A. Road. It has done a 
great deal of damage already, 
both to the farms and to 
the other dykes aH of which are being weak 
ened by the sudden stress. It is quite probable 
that the C. and A. dyke Will go too, and 
then nothing will save the wholejisland upon 
which East St. Louis is situated, and which 
will be swept by the flood.

England. 

LONDON, May 3.—Negotiations for the new 
Anglo-French commercial treaty begin to at- 
tract great attention. The existing treaty will 
expire in November, and if the newtreaty is 
not concluded and ratified between now and 
the dissolution of the Chamber ol Deputies, 
England willin November be confronted with 
a general tariff which will be almost prohibi- 
tive. Heronly means of self-protection will 
beretrliatory duties on French wines, brandy, 
silks and articles de Paris. The French, 
though apparently anxious to make a new 
agreement, insist strongly upon the abolition 
or ad valorem duties. Such a persistence 
endangers the whole scheme of the treaty, as 
the specific duties are believed by England to 
bear unfairly upon wooi and cotton piece 
goods, which are the largest English exports.

A Shattered Flower Pot Furnishes a Case 
tor the Coroner, 


Coroner Frank has been engaged to-day with 
the investigation of the death of Albert Hueb- 
ner and the connection therewith of Peter 


Trautman. Both of the men worked in the 
pottery of August Uhlmeyer, on the Gravois 
On Sunday morn- 
ing, March 20,a fracas occurred between them, 
and Huebner received some injuries. He was 
tuken to the hospital and died there. 

Uhlmeyer,the owner ofthe pottery ,describes 
the fight in this way. Huebner, he says 
acted strangely that Sunday morning, as wus 
usual after his Saturday night spree. He was 
intheshop with the witness, Trautman, and 
some others. Suddenly Huebner jumped up 
and struck Trautman twicein the face. He 
then raised a club to hit Trautman, when the 
latterthrew asmall flower pot that he had 
used to keep some snuff in. In fact, Trautman 
was in the act of taking a pinch from the pot, 
which is about as large as a good-sized ink 
stand. The pot broke against Huebner's 
head, gashing it a little. Uhlmeyer 
— up the gash and told the two men to 

ceep apart the rest of the day, both of them 
being under the influence of liquor. Huebner 
was about all day drimking hard. Atthesup- 
per table he tried to strike Huebner, but was 
too drunk and fell down. 

Dr. Kruse testified that he was called in about 
the middle of the week, March 33, 
and found Huebner suffering from alcoholism. 
He had a badly lacerated wound in the 
forehead but it did not seem to be serious. 

A day or two later Huebner was removed to 
the hospital. where he died after about six 
weeks. 

Patrolman Heaven’s testimony was a little 
peculiar. He gave evidence as tollows: On the 
22d of March 1 went to the pottery ot Uhle- 
meyer and arrested Trautman and had Hueb- 
8 A day or two 
afterwards I made inquiries at the hospital 
and was told he was not expected to live. 
Then I swore out a Warrant against 
Trautman. The case was continued tothe 
second day of May, and on my way to court I 
inquired at the hospital as to the condition of 
Huebner. I was told that he was dead, and 
Wednesday was mentioned asthe day of death. 


They said that they had forgotten to notity 


the Coroner. Huebner had been a patient so 
long they had torgotten it was a UCoroner’s 
case. 

Several witnesses testified to quarrels be- 
tween the two men and said that Huebner ha 
freely threatened to kill Trautman. The latter 
gave his version of the story, which was iden- 
tical with that of Uulm Fer- Betore the pris 
oner’s examination was finished Mr. James J. 
McBride, his counsel, came in and advised him 
to say nothing further. The advice was fol 
lowed, and Trautman not only declined to un- 
swer any more questions but wouldn't sign 
the statement already made.
